I do not know absolutely whether I 
reached the pole or not

come as an amazing statement but 
1 am willing 
to startle 
the world 
if by 
so doing I can get an oppor 
tunity to present my case not as a 
geographical 
discoverer 
but as a 
man 
Cook declares 
that all the time 
he convinced
